Lonpon, January 28, lla. m.—Intelligence 


has just been received at the war 
office, that General Stewart’s force 
am. entrenched “south of Metam- 


neh. The dispatch also gives the gratifying 
information that General Stewart is in com- 
munication with General Gordon. General 
Stewart’s force had several fights with the 
Arab rebels before it reached 
Metamneh, and General Stewart 
himself is badly wounded. Five of the mahdi’s 
emirs were killed in the fights. General Lord 
Wolseley, in a dispatch, reports the capture of 
Metamneh bythe British. Healso says that 
Sir Charles Wilson has gone to Khartoum on 
board the steamer to confer with General Gor- 
don. It is expected that he will return as 
soon as possible to report personally to Genéral 


Wolseley. | 
GORDON’S POSITION TENABLE. 


An official dispatch, received this afternoon 


from General Gordon, shows his position at 
Khartoum is by no means as desperate as has 
been supposed. He says he could hold out 
there for years. General Stewart’s wounds are 
reported doing well. 

A dispatch from Cairo declares that Lord 
Charles Beresford, with a small contingent, is 
pushing on from Metamneh to Khartoum. 

THE DIFFICULT MARCH.

the morning of Monday, January 19, two days 


_afterthe fight at Abu Klea, the enemy ap- 


peared in force in front of the advancing Brit- 
ish army, and a short fierce battle was fought. 
This occurred at a point about three miles 
from the Nile, The British were compelled to 
eustain a heavy fire for some time, 
GENERAL STEWART WOUNDED. 
Early in this engagement General Stewart 
received his wound, and Sir Charles Wilson 
thereupon assumed command. Works were 
hastily constructed under the leader rain, 
which continued to pour upon them from the 
enemy’s rifles. The wounded men and bag- 
gege train were left under guard behind their 
quickly built earthworks, while the rest of the 


. force advanced in the face of a hostile fire to a 


gravel ridge some distance in front. Here a 
large force of rebels had established themselves 
in strong position. As soon as the British line 
came near a fierce charge, led by several emirs, 
was made against it by the rebel foemen. 


THE ASSAULT MET. 

The British troops were arraigned, as usual, 
in the form of a square and steadily advanced 
to meet the wild onset of the loudly cheering 
enemy, who were rushing down onthem. At 
the ‘same time the rifles of the British 
were doing bloody execution. The 
charge owas checked and not an 
Arab came within thirty yards of the British 
equare. The rebels did not long stand before 
the murderous English fire, but were repulsed 
with heavy loss. Five emirs and 350 men 
were left dead upon the field, and large num- 
bers of wounded. About the English losses 
few details have been received. It is known, 
however, that Mr. Cameron, the special cor- 
respondent of the London Daily Standard, and 
Mr. Herbert, the special correspondent of the 
Morning Post, were killed. The place where 
this battle occurred is a slight distance beyond 
Shebalat wlls. 

STEWART’S SERIOUS WOUND. 

General Stewart’s wound, while not fatal, is 
#0 serious that he will be disabled tor the re- 
mainder of the present campaign. General 
Lord Wolseley considers the'deprivation of his 
Services a national loss. He characterizes 
Stewart as the ablest soldier and the most 
dashing commander he ever knew, and 
recommends him to the queen’s most favor- 

‘able consideration. Lord Saint Vincent, of

THE NEWS FROM KHARTOUM. 

Lord Wolseley telegraph that two officers 
were killed and nine wounded during the 
passage from Abu-K lee to the river. 

l’our steamers from Khartoum, under Nusri 
Pasha, arrived at Gubat last Wednesday. It 
was by these that the latest news from Gordon 
was brought. During the reconnoissance of 
Metamneh Nusri landed and assisted Stewart’s 


is occupied at present by two thousand men. 
One half of these are regulars. The town 
is provided with three khrupp 
guns, but it was very light ammunition. Shells 
fired from these guns will not explode. At 
Shendy, which is on the other side of the 
river, and a short§distance north of Metamneh 
there is one small krupp gun, and the town 
is garrisoned by a small force. Sir Charles 
Wilson started for Khartoum last Saturday. 
The force he took with him was a detachment 
of the Sussex regiment. 

The latest despatches received at the war 
office show that Lord St. Vineent was not, as 
at first reported, killed in the battle fought in 
the desert on the 19th instant. He died from 
a wound received on the 17th instant at Abu- 
Xiea. Only two British officers were killed in 
the Searaba fight. The other dead were non- 
commissioned officers and privates. 


The Battle Described. 


-A BLOODY ENCOUNTER IN WHICH OVER TWO THOU- 
SAND REBELS WERE KILLED AND WOUNDED. 


Lonpon, January 28.—The point where the 
battle of the 15th occurred is in the desert 
about five miles south from Metamneh. 

WAITING FOR THE FIGHT. 

When Stewart reached that point he found 
the enemy were hovering about his little army 
on all sides, and skirting it often within un- 
comfortably short range. The rebels had evi- 
dently stationed themselves in the vicinity to 
await his arrival, and give him battle. When 
they began tosurround and pressin upon 
him, he me nol a to abide the event. “He 
ordered his men to dismount and form a breast- 
work. This was made mainly with saddles 
and baggage, and during its construction the 
rebel riflemen drew nearer, and maintained a 
hot fire from behind the bushes and such 
hiding places as they could find among brushes 
and high grass. This fire was very 
well directed, and was most disastrous 
in «ft — effect upon the British 
troops. Twelve men were soon shot dead and 


» forty others were stricken down with ugly 


‘wounds. Among the first killed were Mr. 
Cameron, the special correspondent of the 
Lendon Standard, and Mr. Herbert, the spe- 
‘cial correspondent of the London fost. Gen- 
eral Stewart was one of the very first to be 
wounded. He was shotinthethigh. When 
be was struck the work of making the breast- 
work was all but completed, and the army had 
been put in motion to form its battle array. 


FORMED FOR BATTLE. 

This wag a hollow square, formed in the fol- 
lowing order: In front, the Naval Brigade and 
Grenadiers Guards; on the right, the Cold- 
stream Guards and the Scott’s Guards; on the 
left flank, the mounted infantry, and in the 
rear the Sussex regiment and heavy camel 
corps. As soon as completed the square ad- 
vanced under a steady ambush fire a distance 
of two miles. At this point the enemy began 
to move upon the square in two large 
echelons. These were directed against the 
British right front, which __ stood 


unmoved. During the rebel charge the Eng- 
lish Troops forming the assailed front delivered 
a terrific fire, aimed right at the enemy’s 
middle, mowing down the men in such a heap 
that they formed actual obstacles, and inter- 
fered so seriously with the success of the on- 
slaught that its center line was brought to 
a standstill about sixty yards fromthe Brit- 
ish front] ine. 
THE LINES BROKEN. 

The force of the general movement threw 
the rebel wings against parts of the line like 
the ends ot broken timber around the corners 
ofa square, and the rebels so displaced were 
simply cut to pieces. From thison the war- 
fere was as disastrous to the rebels as it was 
irregular on their side. While the English 
line was unbroken, the Arabs’ seemed to 
break up into bands, each of which walked 
around on itsown account. A large detach- 
ment, mostly on horseback, went back to at- 
tack the works. This was garrisoned by a 
bedy of English soldiers made 
up of little detachments left behind by each 
corps, which hed gone forward in the square. 
Lord Charles Beresford was in command. He 
sustained the attack for two hours, when the 
epemy was compelled to retreat. During the 
general attack upon the square, only six men 
were killed and twenty-three wounded on the 
English side. Captain Norton worked the 
guns during the fight and his firing did awful 
execution. ~* | 

THE BLOODY NATURE OF THE DAY’S WORK. 

During the advance of the main body of the 
English from the works the garrison left be- 
hind at that point kept up a heavy fire trom 
their guns and rifles. An effort was made to 
erect a small redoubt some fifty yards to the 
right of the works under the protection of the 
steady firo from the works. During the erec- 
tion of the redoubt one man was killed and 
three were wounded. : 
- Lerd Cochrane, with forty men form the Life 
Guards, and the Scots Greys, held a refloubt 
snd maintained a heavyfire throughout the bat- 
tle. They did much to repel the constant rushes 
ofthe enemy. The loss of the rebels during the 
entire day are estimated at 2,000 killed and 
wounded.

REJOICING OVER THE NEWS. 

_The excitement occasioned by the explo- 
sions and the great anxiety concerning the 
fate of General Stewart, which have existed 
the past several days, have been completely 
obliterated to-day by the news from General 
Stewart, and that he has succeeded in come 
municating with Gordon. Great enthusiasm 
prevails, end many congratulations over the 
success of Stewart’s expedition have been re 
ceived at the war office. 

Stewart’s forces, on leaving Gakdul wells, 
consisted of about 2,000 picked fighting men‘ 
as follows: Ninety men of the 18th Hussars; 
three divisions of the camel corps, in all 1,030 
men; fcur. hundred mounted infantry; the 
royal artillery battery of forty men; thi 
royal engineers ; fifty men of tne naval brigade; 
the royal Sussex regiment, three hundred an 
seventy strong; eighty men of the Essex regi- 
ment; fifty men of the transport corps, and a8 
maby of the medical corps. : 

SURROUNDING MBTAMNEH. 

Five of General Gordon’s steamers, convey- 
ing five hundred soldiers and five guns, ar- 
rived at Gubat on the 22d. All the troops and 
guns were landed, when the guns were turn 
upon Metamneb, without, however, producing 
avy apparent effect upon the rebels. It is re- 
ported that the mahdi 1s sending more troops 
and guns to Metamneb.

THE FIGHT FOR WATER. 

In the fight of the 19th inet., which occur- 
red within three miles of the Nile, many 
Fritieh troops were in an almost fainting con; 
dition from lack of water. Colonel 
Wilson ordered a small detachment 


from the river by cutting their way through 
the enemy’s forces. This dangerous movement 
was accomplished with less loss of life than 
might have been expected, and enough water 
was obtained to revive the troops and enable 
them to continue their attack. 
MORTALITY AMONG THE CORRESPONDENTS. 

The astonishing mortality among the news- 
paper correspondents who accompanied Gen- 
eral Stewart’s force, is one of the chief features 
of interest in to-day’s news from the Soudan. 
Of five correspondents who started on the 
march from Gakdul to the Nile, three have. 
been killed and one woun Those 
killed were Colenel Burnaby, who had a spe- 
cial commission from the Morning Post:

best kiown of these correspondents, next to 
Colonel Burnaby, was J. A. Cameron, who 
had bad a long and varied experience as & 
war correspondent. Cameron was with Baker 
Pasha when that oflicer made _ his 
attempt to chastise El Mahdi, after 
the defeat of Hicks Pasha. Cameron was 
missing for some months after that, and was 
supposed to be dead. He had been captured: 
and detained as a prisoner in El Mahdi’s 
camp, but he rbd a | made his escape and 
wrote an interesting and valuable account of 
his experiences during his detention. 
THE DEAD CORRESPONDENT. 

Mr. Herbert, the special correspondent of 
the London Post, whose’ death was reported 
to-day, was shot dead during the fierce attack 
of the rebels while the British were erecting 
the earthworks. He was formerly secretary to 
Lerd Duflerin, when the latter was governor 

eneral of Canada. Herbert witnessed the 
attles of Tel El Keber, El Teb and Tamai. 
Ile was severly wounded at the last named 
battle.

THE STATE LEGISLATURES. 


The Nomination, in Illinois Further Post- 
poned- 

Srrincrie.p, Il., January 28.—The demo- 
cratic caucus called tor Thursday evening, to 
select a nominee for United States senator, has 
been declared off, and another caucus has been 
called for Wednesday of next week. Itissta- 
ted that there is a possibility that neither par- 
ty will hold caucus. 

The probably fatal illness of Senator Bridges 
bas again seriously complicated affairs here, 
and made very uncertain the date when a vote 
can be taken upon the United States senator- 
ship. An effort will be made to induce the 
senator to resign by the democrats. The dis- 
trict is overwhelmingly democratic. Should 
Bridges resign or die an election cannot take 

lace for three or four weeks. In the mean- 
ime little or no business will be transacted, as 
t is acknowledged that the democrats 
will filibuster to prevent the efection of a 
senator. This they can do by breaking the 
quorum every day in joint convention, and if 
all their members withdraw, or refuse to yote, 
they can leave the house without a quorum, 
and then, of course, the joint convention can- 
not elect. Either party can prevent an elec- 
tion by not calling the quorum. As the par- 
ties stand some republicans must vote for a 
democrat or some democrat for a republican 
for eenator, or thare will be no election, and 
the governor will have to appoint after the 
legislature adjourns. Up to date the session 
has lasted twenty-two days, involving an ex- 
penee to the state of $33,000. -

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BOMBS IN THE HOUSE. 


A DYNAMITE DISCUSSION FOR To- 
DAY, 


In Which Robinson, Finerty and Other Lion-Tall 
t @wisters May Take Part—The River and 
Harbor Bill—The Nicareguan Treaty— 
The Gossip About the Capital 


Wasminctos, January 28.--[Special.]-- 
An excited debate may be occasioned in the 
house to-morrow. The committee on foreign 
effairs intend to call up the resolutions on the 
the recent explosions in London. While all 
the members of congreds, except Senater Rid- 
dleberger, Representatives Richelieu Robin- 
son and Finerty, are probably in favor of the 
passage of some resolution expressive of the 
unqualified condemnation of such assassina- 
tion, there is a wide difference 
of opinion as to how far congress 
should go. Mr. Curtin, chairman of the for- 
eign affairs committee, says he will oppose 
any resolution which, in any way, implies 
that the United States is responsible for these 
outrages, or has obstructed efforts to stamp out 
the spirit which is back of them. The other 
members express the opinion that congress 
should assure all civilized governments that 
it is ready to co-operate with them against 
dynamiters, and to suppress every movement 
tending towards their encouragement, or to- 
wards the supplying them with material for 
their murderous craft. Violent speeches are 
expected from Robinson and Finerty. 

RIDDLEBERGER’S GLORY. 

Harrison Riddleberger’s vote against 
Bayard’s resolutions on this question has 
brought him a second reward of notoriety. On 
his entrance into the senate he stood solitary 
fgainst Secretary McCulloch’s confirmation, 
and on ihé Bayar? resolution he was by him- 
self against sixty-three senuwors. He has 
won the title of the lone fisherman of the sez 
ate. He has received various telegrams from 
societies of the 0’ Donovan- Rossa stripe, thank- 
ing him for his vote, and has also been regaled 
with the exuberant personal congratulations 
of Robinson and Finerty. 

THE NICARAGUAN MUDDLE. 
The last two executive sessions of the senate 


| have demonstrated the utter hoplessness of the 


ratification of the Nicaraguan treaty. Senator 
Bayard’s speech against it is indorsed by al- 
most the unanimous voice of the democratie 
senators. Senator Morgan is the only demo- 
crat who has spoken in favor of the treaty. 
The opposition to it on the part of Senators 
Sherman, Hoar and Hawley is backed by 
several othér republican votes. The indica- 
tions are that the treaty will be defeated by a 
good majority.

THE NICARUAGAN TREATY. 


The President Gives the Senate an Uninvi- 
ted Opinion, 


WaSHINGTON, January 28.—Several messa- 
gcs from the president were laid before the 
senate, transmitting information heretofore 
called for ft the landing of foreign ca- 
bles in the United States, the awards of the 
Venczeular mixed commission, and the status 
of the Oklahoma lands, which lands the presi- 
dent maintains cannot, under existing treaties, 
be opened for settlement by law. Without the 
transaction other business, the senate, at 12:30 
p. m., went into executive session. 

At 3:30 p. m. the doors were constructively 
opened, and Mr. Hoar, from the committee on 
judiciary, reported a substitute for the house 
bill, relating to the indebtedness of the Pa- 
cific railroad. The report accompanies a sub- 
stitute. 

On motion of Mr, bi the senate ordered 
the printing, in pamphlet form, of 1,000 copies 
of the house bill, the senate committee’s sub- 
stitute and the accompanying report. 

The consideration of executive business was 
then resumed. 

At 7:30 p. m, the doors were reopened, and 
the senate adjourned. 

THE NICARUAGAN. TREATY. 

The senate closed its doors and resumed con- 
sideration of the Nicaruagan treaty ai half 
ey twelve to-day. Senator Sherman modi- 
ied his amendment, introdnced several days 
9go, relating to the discriminations which ee 

made in charges for the use of the canal. 
As the amerdment now stands discriminations 
may only be made in favor of the coastwise 
trade to Nicaruagua. 

Senator Vance made a formal speech, argu- 
ing that the Clayton. Bulwer treaty was still 
an obstacle to the ratification of the Nicara- 
“on treaty, and he moved that further action 

e A eg ten until after the fourth of March. 
his motion was the subject of long debate. 
Senators Bayard, Saulsbury and others, upon 
the democratic side, spoke in favor of the mo- 
tion, and Senators Morgan, Lapham, Conger 
and Miller, ot California, opposed it. 

A motion to adjourn was made at five 
o'clock and defeated. At seven p. m. the 
question of postponement was put to a vote 
end half an hour was consumed in efforts to 
secure a quorum. The absentees were sent 
for, but pending the vote another motion to 
adjourn was made at7:30 and carried. The 
vote upon Vance’s motion to postpone further 
consideration was the first test which has been 
made of the strength of the treaty. It is 
said that when the call of the roll was sus 
pended by adjournment, the negatives were 


mcre than twice as many as 
those in favor. of the motion. 
The result of the day’s debate, and of 


the vote,as far as it proceeded, were such 
as to give the friends of the Nicaraguan treaty 
strong grounds for the hope of ultimate suc- 
cess.

GHOSTS, HAUNTS, WITCHES. 


The Indian Ring—Sturile Setzer’s Fiery 
Spectre. 


From the Carnesyille Register. 

Sixty or seventy years ago a belie’ Tp chosts, 
haunts and witches was almost yniversal in 
this partofthecountry. Star‘:ing stories were 
told for the truth by truthfn! men and women, 
who claimed to have been eye witnesses to the 
ghostly scenes and tb* wonderful effects of 
witchcraft which they narrated. Many of the 
stories they told ‘were apparently well authen- 
ticated, and it-{s difficult to coneeive-why or 
how so grees a number of honest and truthful 
persons cdld concur in a statement of alleged 
facts that never did occur. 

A T4aan named Joseph Oline once lived in the 
borchern part of this county who had the mis- 
fortune to be ridden by witches almost every 
night. They would whisk him out out of the 
house, change him into a large black horse, 
put a saddle upen his back and ride him many 
miles to attend some diabolical' orgie and re- 
turn before the dawn. One morning he arose 
weary .and exhausted from a long 
night’s ‘tramp, and informed his family that 
the witches had given him a hard ride during 
the night, and that on his return through the 
Barton old fields, he struck his fore foot against 
a bell. Several of his neighbors repaired to 
the spot atonce and found the bell—it had 
been displaced bya horse’s fore foot only a 
few hcurs’ before—«resh horse tracks 
were treced through the -old field 
upon the very route Mr. Cline said 
he had traveled. The witch 
doctors and the necromances made many un- 
successful efforts to break the charm that 
beund the unfortunate man to bis hard des- 
tiny. They shot hair balis and silver bullets 
at the drawing of the witch, but she was so 
agile that she always passed in front of the 

icture before the ball reached it, and escaped 
listen. 

Ten sndabalf miles north of Carnesville, 
on the Jarrett’s bridge road, is a spot called 
the Indian ring. Itisacirele of faised earth 
with a depression in the center, like many 
others in this section ofthe state. This ring 
was once the trysting place of ghosts and 
goblins. Horsemen were frequently arrested 
in their journey at nigbt by a huge barrei 
which rolled-into the road before them, and 
which it was impossibe to pass without leaping 
over it. At other times a fearful animal, with 
protruding tongue, fiery eyes, a tail thirty feet 
long end a voice that struck terror tothe heart 
of man and beast, would leap upon the horse 
behind the terrified rider and bear him com- 
pany eeveral hundred yards. A _ headless 
man, mounted on a large claybank horse, was 
often seen in day time, riditg rapidly through 
the woods and passing ont of sight over the 
brow of a hill. Elmsley Wolf, in 
passing on foot ome night, was con- 
fronted by a man of gigantic size, who emit- 
ted alight. He had an immense Roman nose 
and large glowing ey G3, and was dressed in 
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with chains, that clinked as he 


a strancswoite robe. His limbs were loaded 
strode back 
and forth across the ring. Mr. Wolf fled in 
terror to the nearest house and fell fainting at 
the door, and was not fully restored to health 
for several weeks. 

An old Dutch doctor named 
who liyed in Gumlog or Big Smith’s district, 
was the subject ofa very strange visitation. 
His house was situated about! halfa mile from 
a graveyard, out of which brilliant light 
would rise night after night, and passing over 
the tree tops settle over his house and remain 
atationary for a time. Then it would again 
rise above the trees, sweep through tie air in 
the direction frgm which it cameand sink into 
the earth at the graveyard. On 
the night ot Setzer’s death it shone 
more brilliantly than ever before—it hovered 
over the house for a long time, and as the dy- 
ing man drew his last breath, it arose in the 
air, and, like a great flaming meteor, moved 
swiftly to the graveyard, sunk into the earth 
and was never seen again.

Joe Fowler Was Lynched,

Demine, N. M., December 22, 1884.—‘‘ Never 
know’d en honest man lynched.” 

“Nor I either, old socks. Judge Lynch 
never got off his cabase as I ever heard of.’’ 

The speakers formed two of a group col- 
lected round the stove of a secend-rate hotel 
in Deming, favored by many wh prefer plain 
comfort tothe pretentious luxufy associated 
with the grand railroad hotel] at the depot and 
locomotive whistles singing through the night 
alullaby to the weary. The group was-a 
motley one. Minersin from the camps at 


Victoria and Eureka, cowboys from Hearst

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HUNTING MUSKRATS. 


RARESPORT IN THE MARSHES A®D 
PONDS OF MARYLAND. 


Interresting Fects About the Habits of ths Little 
Apnimais—How Whey are Captured—Shooting 
at Unce rtainties—A Sweil Membor—S-!!i- 
ing the Fur of the Muskrat—Btec. 


LavreL, Dl., January 28.—Oxe of the great 
features of the lower part of the Delaware and 
Marylend peninsula is its miil-poads. Taey 
are not many pools of water, like those ia 
western Maryland, but they extend out over 
Lundreds cf square acres, and have the size if 
not the importance of full-fledged lakes. The 
country here is flat. A hill is almost a curios- 
ity. Streams meander nearly, everywhere 
with only low banks to confine them. At 
every convenient place where the land is 
shaped anyways like a basin the streams have 
been dammed, and the waters have wandered 


from their customary channels and encroach.- 


ed on the land inch by inch until 
the slender little streams have grown 
into great ponds. Laurel is the center ot a 


miljpond region. Within aradius of twenty 
miles are forty or fifty millponds. Little 


creeks that are hardly recognized on the maps 
eonvnect dozens of these ponds like slender 
threads of silver on which great watery pearls 
ere ttrung. A gentleman tells me that there 
are around here over 150 milesof these streams 
and ponds, and it is very easy to believe his 
statement,as it.is impossible to ride around the 
country without coming across several saw- 
mills with the fragrant odor of fresh-cut 
pine, which always clings to them. 

One of the largest ponds is that which far- 
nishes the motive power to the Adams’ mills, 
at this place. It covers many hundred square 
acres of land, and is over two miles long. It 
is full of fish anil game, and hundreds of 
muskrats haunt its banks and islands. Last 
Wednesday afternoon was as mild as a day in 

lay—cloudy, but not foggy. ‘It was pleasant 
out of doors and

on his evening promenade. The boat used 
was a light little vessel scarcely fifteen feet 
lovg. It held two persons, one inthe bow and 
the other in the stern. Each wielded, Indian 
fashion, a thin- bladed ash paddle, which went 
in and out of the water more like a noiseless 
specter than a piece of actual wood. The 
boat, too, skimmed along silently. This was 
pecessary. The muskrat is wary, very wary. 


When awake he is always 
slert, and when asleep, he 
rolls his body in a ball, ties it up with his 


long tail, and wraps his whole anatomy ina 
coil, except his delicate, fur-covered ears, 
which he projects as far as possible, to catch 
any sounds that may be drifting around the 
aimcsphere. 

The boat passed rapidly o¥er the lower part 
of the pond and entered the upper part, 
where the waterspreads out among cypress 
trees and assumes the appearance of a south 
ern lagoon. Here the veteran in the stern 
seemed perfectly at home. He knew every 
way and by-way of the place. He would shoot 
the boat into a little creek that seemed to end 
abruptiy at the base of a mas3 of cypress 
trees, and an instant after would suddeniv 
turn it into enother creck, and thuson through 
alabrynth that wound its way amidstclumps 
of cypressjoints and trees that grew in all 
sizes from the water-covered earth. Oa all 
these trees hung long festoons of gray green 
moss which the imagination, in the approach- 
ing twilight, very easily weaved into curious 
forms 

“Do you see that mound over there?” asked 
the man inthestern. “That is one of their 
beds. Keep your eyes open.”’ 

He shoved the boat noiseless!y along. The 
fellow in the bow tried to look at everything 
etonce. He held his gun ready cocked. The 
boat crept up opposite a clump of bushes near 
the mound. Suddenly he saw a ball of tur 
not a dozen feet away. It began to unwind 
itself. Heatmed. Itmoved. He fired and 
then confidertly looked for a dead muskrat. 
The manin the stern was 
laughing. 

“Tf you want to killa muskrat,’’ said he, 
“don’t ehoot at him where he is, but where he 
will be when the shot reaches him.” 

THE BED WAS A CURIOSITY, 

The animels bad raised it several feet above 
the water by piling up grasses and sticks. On 
one side was # walk as clean trodden as a sheep 
petb. At one end of this walk the veteran had 
set a steel trap, concealing it under leaves and 
grasses. Already this winter many of the ani- 
mals bave stepped on the treacherous grass and 
met their death. 

‘Tl find,’’ said he, “that the muskrats, when 
caught, always drown themselves if there is 
rope enough to the trap for them to get inte the 
water.” 

He further said that he had penetrated one 
of their beds, and had found that it consists of 
a central'’hall, with little side dormitories, in 
which the muskrats go when they want to hide 
or sleep. The entrances to all their houses are 
well under water. Large numbers of these 
beds were found. 
At the larger paths he had steel traps, and 
several of the steel traps had muskrats. -The 
sport was live)y and interesting as long as the 
light lasted. The boat woind through 
the cypress wilderness, and often at the 
turn of a corner there would be a splash, a 
few yards ahead. A shot would follow, and 
probably a dead animal would be picked up 
irom the weter. Sometimes, when it was 
still, a muskrat would swim straight towards 
the boat. There was the best opportunity for 
a cood shot. The animalisa clever diver and 
swimmer. Its great propelling power is in 
its hind legs, which are shaped so that it can 
‘feather the oar,’ and shove itself rapidly for- 
wurd through the water. A fifteen or twenty 
yerd dive is one of its commonest diver- 
sions. 

SHOOTING AT UNCERTAINTIES.§ 

The broad pond gradually narrowed into a 
emall mill-race. Here the stunted cypress 
gave way to tall pines and oaks. The boat 
was turned for the downward run. It was 
this part of the trip that proved to be the 
most exciting, as the muskrat, being a noc- 
turnal anima!, came out more numerously as 
carkness came on. He jumped from his rest- 
ing place, dived into the deep waters, swam 
sround the old cypresses, and. cavorted in a 
truly picnic style. But, except in a few in- 
stances, he was careful enough to keep out of 
herm’s wsy. It was often impossible to shoot 
with any certainty. You would blaze away 
at a swimming something and trust to fortune 
for success. Sometimes you would hit; some- 
times miss. The veteran said he had observed 
that the animals are always wilder in warm 
than in cold weather, and that they have a 
good nose for detecting the odor of gunpowder. 
This was why each shell was thrown over- 
board after it was fired. 

A number of beds were examined. Around 
them all were the remains of partially eaten 
food.
